(A History of Shiloh Church) 


SHILOH CHURCH 


We first founded on the banks of the Elk river near the bridge 
known as Shiloh bridge which took its name from the Shiloh 
Church. Near the 18th century the old Church record when I 
last saw it was worn and dim the ink were understandible in the 
first part of the book, Just an old log house so we been told, 
then was built about a mile farther up the creek known as Tuck- 
ers Creek, then built 14 mi farthers up the creek at a little 
place now known as Champ. Back then it must have been a very 
strong church name of the Pastor name Bros John King ¢./. 
Walker. J. E. Frost and John Copeland the great grand fathers of 
the writer was ordained to preach in the yr. of 1831 and ser- 
ved the church some time. Bro Geo. Hunter dames Woodfin then 
later Elder William Cashion was pastor for several years. 

The church Record I have now is dated at the beginning of the 
pook of 1830, after Bro, Cashion stopped his service at Shiloh 
there was no preaching for some time only as some Bro would 
come by and preach now and then the church and also the build 
ing just about vuined-and the building got leaky and begin to 
decay an I beleive there was only 7 menbers left. Then Bro 
Stewart & Bostic began to come and preach for them at the 

C.P. Church just across the road so in Oct 1922 Bro Joe 

Stewart Baptized 7 the writer being one of them. Then in 

Aug 1923 he Baptized 3 more. The church begin to building 

up again, Several more joined and was Baptized by Bro. Stew- 
art an Bro. Towry. Then we went to work to fix up the house, 
We do not have a fine church but its good and comfortable. Bro 
Towry Pastured the church several yrs. after he resigned Bro, 
Pinkstaff preached 1 yr. then Bro. R.A. Fanning was Pastor 15 
yr. he resigned in Sept. 1952 and in Oct. Bro Turner was called 
and is our present Pastor, But the members have died and some 
have moved their member ship to other churches so now we have 
only 20. the Association has met at Shiloh 3 times in 1932- 
then 1941-1950 since the church begin to build up agin, The 
church is now kmown as a Progressive Primitive Baptist Church. 
I wrote a short History of Shiloh Church several yrs ago but 
Failed to keen a copy of it and I hope this short history is 
sufficent record I now have is dated at the first recording in 
1830-others who had served the church were Bros Geo. Hunter, 
James Woodfin and William Cashion who served the church several 
yrs, After then there was no regular pastor. No preaching 
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(Shiloh continued )

which had been strong had dwindled down to only a few members 

7 in No. I beleive also the building had become an old leaky 
house. So in the year 1922-Elders Joe Stewart and William Bos-

LX Bartlett Renfro, born Dec. 21, 1781, in Virginia (Parentage not 


yet proved) was a seasoned traveler by the time he married Cloe 


wWwrParker , daughter of Thomas and Judah Parker, November 14, 1803 


in Sumer Co., Tenn. We once held to the supposition that 
Bartlett may be the son of one Joseph Renfro, killed by Indians 
during an expedition in liddle Tennessee, no documentation to 
support this theory, However, that supposition is no longer 
valida. It would seem that he may belong to the family of Jesse 
Lewis Renfro and Susanna Renfro of Va., Green Co., Tenn., and 
Lincoln Co,, Sy. His children bear similar names; he was 
named in the will of Jemima Nenefee> daughter of Jesse Renfro- 
again, no documentation thus far to support this theory. 


Bartlett was a surveyor and land speculator and according to 
the obituary of Duncan Neal Renfro, son of Bartlett and 

Cloe Renfro, was in Lincoln Co., Tenn. by 1814-Duncan being 
porn in the county of Lincoln, 


He was listed in the 1820 and 1830 census as living in Lincoln 
Co., and owned land there. He received a State General grant 
of 53 acres and 131 poles on the waters of the middle fork of 
Norris Creek north branch of the Elk River in 1827, shown to 
own taxable property of 100 acres in 1833. 


A transfer of a plat and certificate for 55 acres from Bartlett 
to Isaac Conger was acknowledged in open court by the said 
Bartlett Renfroe and ordered to be certified (County Court 
hinutes, p. 268, 1826.) 


Sometime between 1833 and 1840 Bartlett moved to Benton Co., 
Ala, Two of his children were married in Lincoln Co., and 
Duncan lived in the county until 1850. Rhoda Renfro married 
Joel eLemore Oct. 26, 1824 and the family was named in the 
1830 census, Duncan Neal Renfro married Nancy Harris Enoch, 
daughter of John and Phebe Tudor Enoch on Aug. 30, 1832 in 
Lincoln Co, 


Bartlett, full of religion, became a lay pastor and traveled the 
Talladega Circuit of the vethodist Church, opening his home 

as one of the stations for worship (West's History of Methodism 
in Alabama, p. 465,471). Bartlett considered himself a clergy- 
man, and so statea this fact in the 1850 census of old Benton 
Co., Ala. Bartlett died Dec. 1, 1854 and since Cloe, his wid- 
ow, continued to live in that county until her death after the 
1860 census, it is assumed Bartlett died there in what is now 
called Calhoun Co., Ala. 


pariah H, Enochs, a possible sister of Nancy, also married one 

of Bartlett's sons-Thomas P, Renfro. Variah died in Jackson- 
ville, Ala., Feb, 17, 1880, leaving her aged husband, one son, 
Hon. d.iie Renfro and one daughter. (Jacksonville Republican, 
Jacksonville, Ala., Feb, 21, 1880 Calhoun Co., Ala., D. 3-Cols.
